More voters favored rate revisions than op¬ 
posed them, but |an unusually large number of 
spoiled ballots prevented the three proposals from 
gaining majorities of the number of ballots cast. 

By margins ranging from 31 to 62 votes, citi¬ 
zens supported rate adjustments that would have 
permitted additional levies of $78,000 for the 
general city fund, $22,000 for streets and alleys 
and $13,000 for police salaries and equipment. 

With the defeat, pressing municipal financial 
requirements have become more acute, spending 
is being slashed, borrowing' will increase and gov¬ 
ernmental services and salaries will be affected. 
However, these will be short-range rather than 
long-range solutions. 

Those who voted to dig deeper in their 
pockets deserve praise for their willingness to 
place basic city services on a sounder financial 
basis. Unfortunately, they were not numerous 
enough, and new remedies must be sought.

Traffic, Parking Near the Top of 
The List of Major Granite City Needs 

Recent employment of the Granite City traffic 
engineer by such cities as St. Louis and East St. 
Louis is an indication of how highly he is regarded 
by municipal officials elsewhere. It seems strange 
that be has been dropped from 1966-67 employ¬ 
ment locally. 

With accidents and injuries again on the rise 
in Granite City, it was false economy to exclude 
traffic engineering from the city budget for the 
new fiscal year. The cost of traffic congestion, 
property damage and personal injuries far exceeds 
the amount of tax funds involved. 

New emphasis is focused on the subject by 
the central business district survey that has 5ust 
been completed. Convenient traffic arteries and 
adequate downtown area parking were cited in the 
study as among the major needs of this commu¬ 
nity- The $4000 traffic engineer allocation at issue 
pales into insignificance when compared to the 
millions of dollars of yearly retail sales at stake. 

Local preferences and laymen's judgment 
should figure in final traffic decisions, but profes¬ 
sional advice can be invaluable, as shown by the 
progress made here during 1963-66 in eliminating 
needless delays and hazards. Observation of pres- 
sent vehicular movement makes it clear that much 
more remains to be done—and must be done soon. 

Traffic is too important to everyone to be 
pigeonholed and ignored. The financing surely can 
be found in the motor fuel tax account or other 
auxiliary city funds. 

There is no time to waste in safeguarding the 
interests of local pedestrians, motorists and busi¬ 
nesses. All of these groups are taxpayers, and a 
vast majority of them arc aware that a "penny 
wise and pound foolish" approach would not save 
them anything in the long run.
